New N.R.A. Stamps 


HORTLY after noon on August 
9, the first printing of the new 
N. R. A. emergency postage 
stamps was begun at the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. With Postmaster General Far- 
ley and General Hugh S. Johnson, 
National Recovery Administrator 
looking on, Director of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, Alvin W. 
Hall, turned the switch which started 
the first run of the big rotary press 
on which the new Recovery stamps 
are being printed. 

Also gathered around the presses 
as the first sheets of the new 3-cent 
stamps came through were Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury, Thomas 
Hewes; First Assistant Postmaster 
General, Joseph C. O’Mahoney; Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General, 
William W. Howes; Acting Third 
Assistant Postmaster General, Roy 
North; Superintendent, Post Office De- 
partment Stamp Division, Michael 
Eidsness; Director Hall of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing; 
Charles W. Horner, Public Relations 
Director of the N. R. A.; Miss F. M. 
Robinson, secretary to General John- 
son, and Linton M. — press rep- 
resentative of the N. R. A. 

Simultaneously wh the starting 
of the press, Postmaster General Far- 
ley made the following statement to 


, General Johnson: 


“Today you are witnessing the con- 
tribution of the Post Office Depart- 
ment and the Treasury Department 
to the high purpose of the National 
Recovery Act. We are here to wit- 
ness the first turn of the presses on 
the initial order calling for 400 mil- 
lion N. A. Emergency stamps, 
which are to carry our sympathy and 
hopes to every community throughout 
the Nation. As they are sold and 
used in every city, town, village and 
hamlet throughout the breadth of our 
land, they will become the instru- 
ments of a common determination on 





the part of the citizens of this country 
to support our president in his deter- 
mination to lead the way toward a 
restoration of prosperity and a great- 
er degree of contentment to those that 
have long been in despair. 

“My Department and the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing have 
broken all existing speed records in 








printing 
and distribution of these stamps. This 
is further evidence of our determina- 
tion to fully cooperate in every pos- 
sible manner in the success of your 
undertakings.” 

Replying to the Postmaster General, 


the designing, engraving, 


General Johnson said: “I greatly ap- 
preciate the cooperation of yourself 
and your department in preparing the 
new N. R. A. stamp.” 








“Do you believe it typifies the 
spirit of the N. R. A.?” asked Farley. 

“It does exactly that in every re- 
spect, but I miss the Blue Eagle,” 
retorted Johnson, laughingly. 

“Well, we’ll arrange for that later,” 
concluded Farley.* 

Following the printing of the first 
of the new N. R. A. stamps before 





the Postmaster General and National 
Recovery Administrator Johnson this 
afternoon, the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing adjusted itself to the task 
of running off twelve million of the 
stamps per day. Altogether there 
will be four hundred million of the 
new stamps printed. They will be 
first offered to the public at the 
Washington, D. C. post office next 
Tuesday, August 15, at 8 a. m., also 
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at the Philatelic Agency at the same 
time. Two days later they will go 
on sale at Nira, Iowa, after which 
they will be placed on sale through- 
out the country. 

The new stamp has as its central 
subject the figures of a farmer, a 
business man, an industrial worker 
and a female employee, typifying 
American industry as they walk hand 
in hand in a common determination. 
The stamp is of regulation size (.75 
by .87 inches) and at the top of the 
stamp appear the words: “U.S. Post- 
age”; to the left of these words: 
“Three Cents” and in the lower left 
hand corner, an Arabic numeral three. 
In distinctive lettering to the left of 
the central group appear the letters: 
“N. R. A.” The color of the stamp 
is the regular three-cent purple.

NEW JERSEY ENGRAVER’S DESIGN 
ACCEPTED FOR NRA STAMP 


C. R. Churchill, deputy chief of the. 
bureau of public relations in the 
NRA, saw in this poster design the 
possibility of a postage stamp of 
striking character. He communicated 
it to his superior. It was submitted 
to General Hugh S. Johnson, recovery 
administrator, and to Postmaster 
General Farley. 

The poster design was hurried to 
the bureau of printing and engraving 
where experts made alterations in it 
in conformity to the law and reduced 
it to the size of a postage stamp. Sub- 
sequently it was approved by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Based Upon Painting 


The design fundamentally is based 
upon a painting by Henry Hinter- 
meister, a recognized authority in the 
painting of American historical sub- 
jects. Originally it represented 
Roosevelt as one of a group emerging 
from the cloud of the depression of 
the years from 1930 to 1933, inclusive, 
the figures of which are revealed in 
the cloud, into the sunshine of pros- 
perity, with a background of buildings 
indicating industry, commerce and 
nance. 

American custom and statute law 
forbid the use of portraits of living 
persons on postage stamps, as the 
figure intended to be Roosevelt became 
a business man with a mustache. One 
of the male workers was eliminated in 
the new design and a woman’s figure 
was substituted. The two other fig- 
ures are a farmer and a mechanic.

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An Early American 
Postoffice 





What was possibly an aboriginal 
postoffice has been found in White 
County, Arkansas. This is a pecu- 
liar shaped rock, found in the bed 
of a creek that had changed its 
course. It is an irregular rectangle, 
about five by six feet, and two or 
three inches thick. In the approxi- 
mate center is an oval depression, evi- 
dently chiseled out of the solid rock 
by the hands of an aboriginal people. 
Into this depression is fitted a slab of 
the same kind of rock—fitted so per- 
fectly that when found it appeared to 
have been one solid piece. Inside the 
opening are cut curious symbols, in- 
cluding several cross marks. 

Finding of this rock, according to 
the Arkansas Gazette, gave rise to 
numerous theories as to its meaning, 
some believing that it was the key to 
buried treasure or to a hidden gold 
mine. Much digging was done there- 
abouts, but without results. 

What is possibly the most plausible 
theory is that this cavity was used by 
the Indians as a depository for their 
messages, the cover protecting the 
skins or bark upon which they were 
written. If this be the case, then Ar- 
kansas can no doubt claim the oldest 
postoffice still in existance.—W. J. 
Kirby.

Stamp Illustrations 

“Agitation continues to grow for 
Congress to permit newspapers and 
other periodicals to publish illus- 
trations of U stamps, properly 
mutilated, of course, with a line drawn 
through them. This question has been 
rife for the last few years but every 
time it seems that success is near a 
couple of large eastern dealers who 
seem to wield a lot of influence and 
do not want illustrations, step in and 
apparently are able to block the deal. 
It is hard to see where it would work 
any dangers of counterfeiting if such 
illustrations were permitted, since 
they would be in black and white and 
not of a character that could be used 
for postage unlawfully and fixed up 
to fool the most unwary of mail 
clerks.”

PHILATELIC We are made an 
JOURNALISTS honorary member 
OF AMERICA of the new organi- 


zation by the name 
at the left of this paragraph. This 
organization plans to band together 
those who write and contribute to the 
literature of Philately. James A. Deck- 
er of Prairie City, Ill., is President, 
and while we have been active in 
stamps and stamp publication work 
for nearly 40 years we have never be- 
fore stumbled over the name of this 
new aspirant to Philatelic fame. 

We have no knowledge as to the 
aims or intentions of the new organi- 
zation under Mr. Decker but we would 
be glad to learn what the plans are 
and what good Philately can expect 
from the new movement. 

We fail to find Mr. Decker listed 
as a member of the Philatelic Socie- 
ties and until we are more fully in- 
formed as to the aims and objects 
of this new organization and can have 
some plausible excuse for its being, 
we prefer to withhold our endorse- 
ment. 

Matter printed in a Philatelic Pub- 
lication comes under a somewhat dif- 
ferent head than matter printed in 
many other types of magazines. It 
is a fact that little that is printed 
in a Philatelic Publication is paid for 
by the publishers. The class of mat- 


ter that is usually paid for in some 
form or other is usually the regular 
department features which are mostly 
a matter of gathering together data 
and gleaning paragraphs from let- 
ters of correspondents. The New Is- 
sue column also comes within this 
field. 

The real matter however is that 
which is produced from the study of 
real stamp collectors and these men 
do not write for pay but give the re- 
sults of their study and research to 
their fellow collectors and the Phila- 
telic Journal is merely the vehicle 
through which their contribution is 
given to their brother collector. 

Matter of this latter class can not 
be bought for the men who produce 
and provide it do their part from love 
of their hobby and those who have 
most frequently tried to sell manu- 
script to a Philatelic Publisher have 
all too often tried to write on a sub- 
ject of which they lacked sufficient 
knowledge to prepare a worth while 
article. 


WE FEEL The manner and method 
PROUD by which Linn’s Weekly 

handled the news on the 
NRA stamp is such as to make us 
feel quite proud of the result. No 
other publication carried this story in 
so satisfactory a manner for its read- 
ers as did Linn’s Weekly. Mr. Lind- 
quist’s paper muffed it entirely in their 
August 5th issue but will of course 
have covered the story in the issue 
of the 12th.

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This Auction Game 





By David Hamblen 





There comes a time in the lives of 
many collectors when they are 
gripped by the lure of auction buying. 
“Buy at your own price” appeals to 
our cupidity. It is really a fascinating 
way to collect, but one should not ex- 
pect to form a fine collection for the 
proverbial song, in this way. _Sur- 
prising as it may seem the prize items 
might bring even more at auction 
than when sold privately. If this 
were not true, owners of collections 
would not sell them at auction. It 
should be remembered that there is 
always a number of people who are 
on the watch for choice lots and this 
results in competition. On the other 
hand a collector is sometimes able to 
snap up something rather nice at a 
very favorable price. In the long run 
one should not expect much more than 
an even break. 

The writer has found auction deal- 
ers as a whole pretty satisfactory 
folks to do business with, but there 
are certain rules of the game which 
the bidder is presumed to know and 
must abide by, however. In the first 
place an auction buyer must know 
values. It is a long and expensive 
task to acquire this knowledge. With- 
out it the buyer either pays too much 
or else bids too low and gets nothing. 
For example, a bid of % catalogue for 
United States issues might be too 
low, but % catalogue for certain oth- 
er countries might be too high. 

The matter of condition is one of 
never ending difficulty. It would be 
a great help if auction dealers would 
come to a common definition of ex- 
actly what “superb,” “very fine,” 
“fine,” etc. mean. It might be a good 
plan to grade them: A, B, C ete. In 
a general way one understands what 
the terms mean, however. Unless a 
stamp is described as “superb” or 
“very fine” the dealer is really not 
making a great deal in the way of 
representation as to condition, except 
that in “fine” stamps there are no

The news that the Century of Progress le and 3c stamps in sheets of 25 are 


to be ungummed rather shocked me. 


Now it does mean WORK and plenty of it. 


There is to be a man size inscription around them that apparently will go around 
all 4 sides, so every block will carry part of it, as well as the singles left after 


cutting blocks. 
Full sheets I will mail flat.

major defects. It seems to the writer 
that quite often bids for “good” and 
“fair” condition stamps are too high 
as compared with those for the “very 
fine.” The bidder must have a thor- 
ough knowledge of condition. 


While dealers guarantee the genu- 
ineness of all stamps they do not 
guarantee the genuineness of sur- 
charges or cancellations. There- 
fore it behooves the buyer to be satis- 
fied as to the genuineness of sur- 
charges and cancellations before bid- 
ding. Lots containing a number of 
items are not returnable for minor 
defects—the description is general 
and there is no representation as to 
any specific item in the lot. 

Floor bidders must guard against 
being “carried away.” The absolute 
maximum must be determined before- 
hand. The writer has seen hard- 
boiled dealers bid too high at auctions. 
Those who have seen the lots before 
the auction can not refuse them later, 
but those who have not inspected 
them can return lots at once if they 
do not agree with the catalogue de- 
scription. This holds good as to mail 
bidders also. On the whole the mail 
bidders seem to have just as good a 
chance as the floor bidders. If lots 
are to be returned, it must be done at 
once and they must be absolutely as 
received and not altered in the least. 
Auction dealers provide that mail bid- 
ders who furnish satisfactory refer- 
ences may have lots sent provided 
that there is a prompt remittance af- 
ter receipt. It is always advisable to 
adopt this arrangement. 

Auction buying is much like fishing 
and should be entered into in the 
same spirit. Sometimes when every- 
thing seems auspicious there is no 
luck at all and again when chances 
do not look favorable we get a pleas- 
ant surprise.

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BENITO MUSSOLINI 


For the first time since Mussolini 
came into power in Italy (in 1922) 
he is portrayed on two _ postage 
stamps of his country—two in the 
series for the Fascisti tenth anniver- 
sary celebration. 

He is probably the second most 
powerful man in the world (Stalin, 
Soviet dictator being the most pow- 
erful) who led his army of Black 
Shirts upon Rome in 1922 in a “blood- 
less revolution”. His rise since has 
been phenominal, and it may be said 
that, whether expressed or not, he 
revives the Louis XIVth ideal, “I am 
the State’. One of Mussolini’s mot- 
tos—expressed on one of the stamps 
of this anniversary series—goes, Et 
I push forward, follow me.’ 

Fascism in ‘Italy is five years 
younger than sovietism in Russia. 
Fascism is a new doctrine as expres- 
sed by its Dictator, although the in- 
gredients (as it were) of the doctrine 
are not new.

Mussolini was, before his present 
station was attained, a socialist 
but, sensing the incompetancy of that 
doctrine, formulated his own, and has 
risen on his merits and by hard work. 
It is told that, to defeat certain op- 
ponents at one time he _ sentenced 
them—and ‘cured’ them—by large 
doses of castor oil! The method was 
effective as most of Italy’s dictator’s 
methods have been. 

The motto on the stamp portraying 
Mussolini shown with this article 
reads. in Latin: “Exhibition of the 
Fascisti Revolution.” All the stamps 
of the issue bear mottoes in Latin, 
an interesting departure on Italian 
adhesives. 

200,000 Fascisti, or Black Shirts, 
gathered in Rome in 1922, to follow 
Mussolini. The King ‘consented’ 
(what else could he do?) to the new 
leader in his Black Shirt to take over 





the government. Two years later 
(1924) Fiume was annexed to Italy. 


In 1927 Mussolini visioned (and set 
in motion plans to attain) a sixty 
million population, an army of five 
million-men, a great navy and strong 
airforce, by 1935-40. In this time. 
the Second Five Year Plan in Soviet 
Russia will terminate, and the world 
will have at least two gigantic mili- 
tary powers that, some have asserted, 
may become the leading conspirators 
in a new World War. Italy now taxes 
bachelors, and fosters in more than 
a few ways, marriage, to attain its 
objective. 


The other stamp of this commemo- 
ative new issue that portrays Musso- 
lini, is on the 50c. value, showing the 
Dictator astride a horse, a picture 
of the statue in the stadium at Bo- 
logna.

The late International Stamp Exhi- 
bition at Vienna was referred to by 
the simple letters “WIPA” in order 
that it might not trip the tongue and 
cause Editors unnecessary labor in 
writing about it. Now comes word 
from London of the London Interna- 
tional Air Post Exhibition which will 
be dubbed “APEX”, in much the same 
manner and doubtless for the same 
reasons. It enables one to get the 
name across without too much effort. 

None other than Fred J. Melville is 
the Organizing Director and he is 
already at work with plans for this 
Air Post Exhibition in 1934. It will 
be the world’s first great Air Post 
Exhibition and will naturally attract 
attention and entrants from every part 
of the globe. 

As stated by Mr. Melville, this will 
probably be the only Exhibition of im- 
portance to be held in London until 
the Centenary year, 1940, at which 





time doubtless London will stage a 





great International Postage Stamp 
Exhibition, the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the introduction of the ad- 
hesive postage stamp, and what oth- 
er country than England would be en- 
titled to such a show. 

The Editor of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News has been asked to be- 
come a member of the Committee of 
Honour of the Exhibition and we shall 
endeavor from time to time to keep 
our readers informed of the progress 
of this event.
